This ground gives abundant ev- 
idence ttiat heavy crops of Timothy can be 
grown upon our wild marsh land, without the 
expense of breaking the old sod, if properly 
ditched.—Fond dti Lac Union.

Francisco may date its commencement from 
July, 1846. whun the Americans took possession 
of California. There were a few houses there 
previously, the first one having been built in 
1835. 
The city was incorporated April, 15, 


1850, and reincorpo rated April, 15, 1851, and 
agiiin reincorporated May, 1854. 
The popula- 


tion may bo estimated at 55,000. 
Tbo place 


has 9 daily papers, 2 tri-weeklies, 7 weeklies 
and 1 monthly nftgazine. 


The manner in which this port obtained the 


nama of San Francisco, was that in 17G9 Juni- 
pero Sorra, President of the St. Franciscan 
Missionaries, when he was about to leave San 
I'las to establish missions in Alta California, 
had instructions from the Visitador-General of 
tho Society in what places to establish missions, 
and the names of what Saints to affix to them 
respectively. 
Among the names of the Saints 


that of the patron of the Order was omitted, 
and Serra ssked whether ho should not hare a 
mission. 
Tho Visitador answered that if he 


wished a mission, he might lead the missiona- 
ries to a good port where a mission bearing his 
unme should be established. 
When Serra ar- 


rived in this bay, before unknown to him, ho 
exclaimed: " This is the port to which the 
Visitador referred and to which the Snint bad 
led us." 
Tho name of St. Francisco wns ap. 


plied only to the Mission and to the Presidio. 
The portion of the bay between Clarke Point 
and Hineon Point, was called Yerba Buena, 
until March, 1847, when tha name of the place 
was changed to St. Francisco by a resolution of 
tho Town Council. 


SACRAMENTO.—The first house on tho pres- 


ent site of Sacramento was commenced in Jan- 
uary, 1849. 
The place received a charter 


February 27, 1849, and was thus the first inco- 
porated city of California. It wa» reinoorpora- 
ted March 26, 1851, nnd the charter was amen- 
ded April 28, 1852, and again March, 14, 1853. 
There is a population of about 12,000 in Sacra- 
mento, and they have two daily papers.—San 
Francisco Herald.
